agreed to read Robert Frost's poem, 'The Road 
Not Taken', and Elfreda read a prayer. You 
could have heard a pin drop. 

“So taken with The Shrubbery's bread and 
dripping, Elfreda was delighted when Stuart 
Shepherd gave her a pot to take home.”

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Courier scam 

ZEPHYR, the regional organised crime unit is warning 
people about a new type of scam which has fooled at 
least 15 people in Somerset and 90 in Devon and Corn¬ 
wall. 

The perpetrators contact potential victims - who are 
normally elderly - by telephone. They are then encour¬ 
aged by the fraudster using an elaborate and convinc¬ 
ing reason to withdraw large sums of cash, which they 
are asked to send to London by taxi or via a courier, 
who will collect the money from their home. 

The culprit claims the money is potential evidence 
for an investigation. The money is needed so that it can 
be forensically examined. 

Another scam involves someone also claiming to be 
a police officer based in London, who informs the vic¬ 
tim that two people have been arrested in the capital. 
When arrested they had in their possession bank cards 
which contained details of the victim. The victim is 
asked to recall the bogus officer. 

Because the fraudster does not replace his phone, 
the unsuspecting victim speaks to him and is encour¬ 
aged to provide private banking details and may also 
be asked to withdraw cash. 

Detective chief inspector Will White of Zephyr said: 
"The police and the banks will never ask you for bank¬ 
ing details or PIN numbers on the phone. Similarly, 
they would never send a so-called 'courier'to collect 
bank cards or money." 

"In recent incidents the victims did the right thing 
when they became suspicious of callers. They hung up 
the phone and called the police. They waited until they 
could hear a dialling tone or used a different phone to 
call us, ensuring that the scammers weren't still con¬ 
nected to the line." 

Detective chief inspector Will White of Zephyr said: 
"We really don't know the extent of this extremely wor¬ 
rying problem. It is possible that the thousands of 
pounds which have been demanded and lost. The 
sums that we have prevented from being surrendered 
may only be the tip of the iceberg. It is possible that 
some victims may feel too embarrassed, ashamed or 
humiliated to come forward and report that they have 
been duped."

tapers off to the rear, contributing to a dynamic wedge 
shape when viewed in profile. 

The wide track and short overhangs emphasise the strik¬ 
ing design language of the vehicle's body.

History made as Cidermen hit top spot 


HISTORY was made at the County 
Ground, Taunton on Tuesday 
when Alphonso Thomas became 
the first man in Somerset Cricket 
Club's 139-year history to take four 
wickets in four consecutive deliv¬ 
eries. 

Thomas'breathtaking perform¬ 
ance against Sussex was started 
and ended by clean bowling 
James Anyon and Matt Machan 
off inside edges, and also included 
removing Rory Hamilton-Brown 
Ibw and a catch behind the wicket 
by team mate Craig Kieswetter off 
Ed Joyce. 

In Cricket's long and extensive 
history this feat has only been 
achieved 38 times with the last in¬ 
stance in this county coming 
some 14 years ago when Surrey's 
Gary Butcher tore through the 
Derbyshire batsmen at the Oval. 

Thomas' skipper Marcus 
Trescothick said of the achieve¬ 
ment: "It was a big moment to be 
part of - a real piece of history at 
Taunton." 

The stunning quadruple strike 
was made all the more important 
as it played a pivot role in taking 
Somerset to the top of the LV 


County Championship Division 
One table at the halfway point of 
the season.
